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City Council Appoints 
Barnett To School Board 
The City Council deferred ac­ 
tion on two ordinances, passed 
another on third reading to 
transfer funds, heard Chief Bob 
Miller’s monthly police report, 
appointed a new school board 
member, and took some other 
matters under consideration at 
their meeting Tuesday night. 
Most far reaching decision of 
the council was selection of Ro­ 
bert Barnett, Jr., to replace 
Dorothy Norris on the Rush- 
ville Consolidated School Board 
of Trustees. Mrs. Norris had 
sent a letter to the council pre­ 
viously, which was reportedly 
read at the last meeting, notify­ 
ing the council she would not 
accept consideration for another 
term. 
Mayor Gibson presented state­ 
ments from three people, Dan 
Billman, Carl Davis, and Ro­ 
bert Barnett, Jr., 
qualified 
and willing to serve on the 
board. Barnett was favored in 
voting, three to two. Billman’s 
name was placed in nomination 
by Councilman Les Blair. Davis 
spoke in his own behalf, but his 
name was not put in nomination. 
There was some discussion re­ 
garding qualifications of Barnett 
and Billman, and Mrs. Brown 
stated 
she 
had 
contacted 
Barnett, and his Interest did 
not seem too great. Council­ 
man Jones spoke in favor of 
Barnett, stating he had spent 
con&idrable time with him dis­ 
cussing his views, and it was 
his opinion he would make -a 
good school board member. 
Councilman Caldwell remark­ 
ed that inasmuch as Barnett had 
lived in the community so long, 
he was more interested in 
the community than the others 
who were comparatively new 
here. Councilmen Brown and 
Blair, not natives to this area, 
then jumped on this logic with 
pretty good force. A vote was 
asked for, and the home-town 
boy, Barnett, came out three to 
two. 
Mayor Raymond Gibson, back 
at the helm for the first time 
that he was glad this was not 
his decision to make. Voting 
with Jones and Caldwell was 
Councilman Don Garretson, who 
did not state how long he had 
lived in the community. 
At the close of the reading of 
the minutes of the last meeting, 
Councilman Rosemary Brown 
made mention that the letter 
from Dorothy Norris stating she 
had decided she would not serve 
another term on the school 
board had not been made a part 
of the minutes, and was not 
noted in the newspaper account 
of the meeting.

ment by individual board mem­ 
bers. A money ordinance trans­ 
ferring funds was passed on 
third reading, following a state­ 
ment by the Clerk-Treasurqg the 
ordinance had been duly adver­ 
tised and no objectors had ap­ 
peared. 
A request for participation in 
a “manpower" project emanat­ 
ing from the State Manpower 
Council at Indianapolis was de­ 
ferred for further study and in­ 
quiry by the city attorney. 
Mayor Gibson said he had re­ 
ceived a proposal from Keany 
Sparks to trim the trees in 
Laughlin Park for $1265, with de­ 
bris hauled away, or trimmed 
for $632.50 and the city haul 
away. The Mayor suggested the 
council think it over, but stated 
the city could not haul the 
cut limbs away at the figure 
quoted by Sparks. 
A resolution was passed to 
meet once per month, the first 
Tuesday, except for special 
called meetings, during June, 
July, and August. 
Councilman Jones asked the 
Councilmen and Mayor to sign 
a letter he had prepared at the 
request of Dr. Davis Ellis, who 
is trying to get a new doctor 
to come to Rushville. Dr. Ellis 
is working with a program of 
the United States Public Health 
Department which can place a 
doctor here for a two-year per­ 
iod in lieu of military service. 
Ellis is working on the premise 
that if the doctor came here in 
family practice for two years, 
he would like the community 
well enough to stay. The letter 
from the.couneil will help Dr. 
Ellis in hk effort. 
Ray Suttle again secured per­ 
mission from the council to 
transfer funds to the General 
Utility Fund from the Bond 
Fund for operating expense and 
depreciation fund after the obli­ 
gation to interest have been met. 
“We request that if the council 
sees fit, that we do not have 
to come here eyery month and 
go through this same thing 
again.” This was granted by 
resolution. 
In his report to the council, 
Chief Robert Miller said his de­ 
partment in April had made 72 
arrests, with 53 convictions, one 
dismissal, and three turned ov­ 
er to juvenile authorities, and 
15 pending.

Gov. George C. Wallace has 
scored overwhelming victories 
in the Michigan and Maryland 
presidential primaries, and his 
managers are mapping new 
contests in behalf of their 
wounded candidate, hoping to 
deadlock the Democratic 
tional Convention. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
was resuming today the cam­ 
paign he suspended when Wal­ 
lace was shot; Sen. George 
McGovern said be would take 
up the race again Thursday. 
Felled by a gunman and par­ 
tially paralyzed, Wallace re­ 
ceived 51 per cent of the Demo­ 
cratic vote in Michigan to score 
his first Northern victory as a 
presidential campaigner, and 
parlayed that with a 40 per cent 
victory showing in Maryland. 
McGovern ran second in 
Michigan, with 27 per cent of 
the vote, Humphrey third with 
16 per cent. In Maryland, 
Humphrey’s second place share 
was 27 per cent; McGovern 
trailed him with 22 per cent. 
The South Dakota senator 
said he was pleased with what 
he termed strong showings in 
both states. 
Humphrey congratulated Wal­ 
lace, but said he could draw no 
conclusions from Tuesdays two 
primaries. He said his pros­ 
pects of winning a second 
Democratic nomination had not 
been damaged by,the outcome. 
On the Republican side in 
both states, President Nixon 
won easily over token opposi­ 
tion.Wallace had been the favorite 
in both contests, with bis oppo­ 
sition to school busing for de­ 
segregation a big plus in Mich­ 
igan, and with the electorate in 
much of border state Maryland 
clearly receptive to his kind of 
Democratic protest. 
But bis margins were bigger 
than expected, and it appeared 
that votes of sympathy for a 
felled campaigner, and a stif­ 
fened resolve among his sup­ 
porters, had bolstered his show­ 
ings Tuesday. 
The Democratic ballots in 
both states were crowded—11 
entries in Maryland, seven in

Primary Wins, Improves 


Michigan—but only Wallace, 
M c G o v e r n and Humphrey 
gained significant shares of the 
vote. 
In Michigan, voters could 
choose the ballot of either par­ 
ty, and Democratic leaders 
said a massive crossover of Re­ 
publicans had inflated the Wal­ 
lace vote. 
With 99 per cent of the Mich­ 
igan precincts counted, the 
votes lined up this way: 
Wallace 791,321 or 51* per 
cent. 
McGovern 416,671 or 27 per 
cent. 
Humphrey 246,546 or 16 per 
cent.

were awarded there on the 
basis of the primary vote 
shares of candidates who polled 
at least 5 per cent. Those fig­ 
ures translated into 72 con­ 
vention votes for Wallace, 38 
for McGovern, 22 for Humph­ 
rey. 
Humphrey thus was falling 
short of the goal he said would 
be a satisfactory outcome, a 25 
per cent share of the Michigan 
delegation. 
In Maryland, virtually com­ 
plete returns gave: 
Wallace 216,019 votes or 40 
per cent. 
Humphrey 144,849 votes or 27 
per cent. 
McGovern 118,311 votes or 22 
per cent. 
Maryland votes at the national 
convention were apportioned 
among congressional districts, 
with five assigned to Wallace 
for his statewide victory. He 
captured 36 more by winning 
all but two districts. 
McGovern won six by carry­ 
ing a congressional district that 
included the affluent suburbs 
outside Washington; Humphrey 
got six convention votes with a 
plurality in a predominantly 
black Baltimore district. 
That meant a Tuesday pickup 
of 113 convention votes for Wal­ 
lace, which propelled him into 
second place nationally with a 
total of 323. McGovern leads in 
delegate commitments, at 402, 
Humphrey now has 269Vi. It 
will take 1,509 to choose a 
White House nominee. 
Wallace, under heavy seda­ 
tion, awakened briefly on elec­ 
tion night, and his wife, Corn­ 
elia, told him of the two vic­ 
tories. She relayed word that 
he nodded and grinned. 
They were his first primary 
wins outside the South. The 
earlier victories came in Flori­ 
da, Tennessee and North Caro­ 
lina.In the Republican balloting, 
the outcome never was in 
doubt.

down because of damage to the 
spinal column.

he nodded, and, .grinned. 
“He knows he has won both

Charles Snider relayed later. 
“And he’s very happy.” 
Snider said the votes in. 
Mary land, and Michigan were a 
mandate to go on: “We’ve got 
to continue.” 
Meanwhile, Arthur Herman 
Bremer, the 21-year-old,.,, while 
Milwaukee man accused of 
wounding Wallace five times 
with a .38-caliber pistol, re­ 
mained in the Baltimore Coun­ 
ty jail under $200,000 federal 
bail. He was arrested minutes 
after the shooting.

Short on funds, the Minnesota 
senator has cut back in some 
states to put virtually all of his 
resources into California, where 
he hopes to halt the momentum 
of

McGovern’s 
drive. 
If he can't, the nomination 
may be McGovern’s. 
Humphrey 
and 
McGovern 
meet in a head-to-head battle in 
the California prim ary, where 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala­ 
bam a is not on the ballot. The 
winner of the California pri­ 
mary takes away 271 national 
convention delegate votes. 
The results in Tuesday's two 
prim aries 
illustrate 
Humph­ 
rey’s increasing problems. 
In Michigan, a state he car­ 
ried in the 1968 presidential 
election, Humphrey finished a 
poor third, more than 100,000 
votes 
behind 
McGovern, 
of 
South Dakota. He did especially 
poorly in blue collar and subur­ 
ban areas.. 
In Maryland, only an over­ 
whelming 
majority 
in 
Balti­ 
more’s predominantly black 7th 
Congressional District enabled 
Humphrey to finish ahead of 
McGovern for second place be­ 
hind Wallace.

Several have asked the name of the

Painting the picture on the cover 
of 
One Hundred Years of Medicine in 
County.” The artist is Sir Luke 
Fildes. This picture was found in prac­ 
tically every doctor’s office during the 
early years of the Twentieth Century 
and is a classic. It is a picture familiar 
S5L.mi]i10ns of Americans and is called 
The Doctor,” but it could have very well 
been named, “The Crisis.” 
The story behind the picture is not as 
well known as the picture. 
It seems that during the reign of 
Queen Victoria, she and her husband 
were accustomed to vacationing in spring 
and fall at Balmoral Castle in North 
Scotland. A favorite servant of the Queen 
lived in a small cottage with her husband 
and their only child. Upon hearing that 
the child was seriously ill, the Queen 
wired to London for her personal phy­ 
sician, Sir James Clark. Sir James came 
by special train and remained in con­ 
stant attendance upon the child until the 
crisis was past. The child recovered. 
In 1891, Queen Victoria ordered Sir 
Luke Fildes to put the scene on canvas 
to commemorate the faithful devotion 
of the physician. 
Thus it was that* a simple forester’s 
cottage near Balmoral Castle in North 
Scotland became the setting for a hu­ 
man drama that will live forever in this 
painting, ‘‘The Doctor.” 
In looking back during the past 150 
years, let’s not forget to count some of 
the great achievements of 1971.

ply the ideas observed to their

surroundings,

points 
out. Yet large formal gardens 
often are a series of small gar­ 
dened 
areas—terraces, 
ponds, 
lawns—that 
could 
serve 
as 
models for small backyards. 
"Am ericans are not outdoor 
sculpture minded 
as 
the 
Eu­ 
ropeans and South Americans 
are. 
perhaps because 
m arble 
and alabaster may be affected 
by weather. But brass can be 
beautiful outdoors when it has 
oxidized. 
And 
sculpture 
need 
not be expensive 
to be 
en­ 
joyed." 
Carbonell. one of the better- 
known 
sculptors. 
works 
in 
bronze, 
iron, 
aluminum 
and 
brass. After a show’ in Montreal 
he will go to Italy to work with 
carrara. 
His brass ballet dancers and

particularly

"Our main objective is to 
make outsiders lose their fear

Manaus, capital of the jungle 
state of Amazonas. 
At the seminar the govern­

Participants in the seminar 
agreed the Amazon region is

plans 
with 
neighboring 
countries that share the great 
rain forest and river basin.

Sanders’ 
home 
is 
in 
Cherokee, nestled in the foot­ 
hills of the Great Smokies.

Deeply rooted in her native 
land, Miss Sanders sat on a 
bluff overlooking the valley and 
said. "You can get the girl out 
of the reservation, but you'll 
never get all the reservation 
out of the girl.”

Jr., said Bremer ’appears to

serted that he shot Kennedy in

noidal rage.’ 
Few 
people know 
Bremer 
well. The sketchy picture that 
emerges from the comments of 
his 
family, 
school 
acquaint­ 
ances and people he worked 
with is that of a fairly in­ 
telligent young man who kept 
to himself the reasons for what­ 
ever he did. 
"There is no explanation we 
can give at all.” said Theodora 
Bremer when told his younger 
brother had shot Wallace. 
“All I know is he is a nice 
kid," said Sirhan’s older broth­ 
er when told of the shooting of 
Robert Kennedy. 
“ I can’t believe it,” Bremer’s 
father said of the shooting. "If 
my boy did it, he must have 
got awfully sick.’ 
"My son—it cant be,” Sir­ 
han’s 
mother 
said 
in 
196g. 
"Ever since he had a fall about 
a year ago, he hasn’t been the 
same.” 
Bremer lived with his family 
in Milwaukee until last fall, 
when he moved into an apart­ 
ment by himself. Oswald’s fa­ 
ther died before ha was born, 
and he was never very close to 
his mother. Sirhan’s father left 
the family after quarreling with 
his wife. 
Though he received A’s in 
history and English, 
Bremer 
had only a C average in school. 
Oswald 
had 
above 
average 
scores on intelligence tests but 
was a mediocre atudent. Sirhan 
had good grades in the schools 
of his nativa Jordan but never 
lived up to his academic poten­ 
tial. 
Bremer quit two jobs in Mil­ 
waukee without explanation. He 
just didn’t show up. Sirhan held 
several jobs, but never lasted a 
year on any of them. Oswald 
drifted from 
place to place 
through most of his adult life 
and never held a job for long. 
Like Oswald, Bremer was a 
loner. 
"He kept to himself. He nev­ 
er tried to be friendly,’ said 
Delores Wasche, wife of the 
manager 
of the 
apartment 
house where Bremer lived in 
Milwaukee. 
"He 
was 
very 
much of a loner.” 
A landlady in New Orleans 
said Oswald acted in much the 
same way.

any other country, probably be­

bivalves 
of 
their 
hom eland 
are 
considered 
the 
finest in the world. 
When 
Captain 
John 
Smith 
was exploring the coast of New 
England in the 17th century, he 
becam e 
an enthusiastic 
am a­ 
teu r 
clam digger. 
Later 
he 
wrote to his countrym en: “ you 
shall scarce find any bay or 
cove of sand where you may 
not take any ciam pes or lob­ 
sters or both at your pleasure.” 
The era of abundance that 
John Smith 
wrote 
about 
has 
passed. Today, thanks to ruth­ 
less harvesting over the years, 
the d a m is becoming scarce 
and the supply no longer can 
keep pace with the demand. 
..'There are several, varieties of 
the popular bivalve in America. 
The soft-shell clam , 
used for 
steam ers or chowder, is found 
in A tlantic coastal w aters from 
North 
Carolina 
to Greenland. 
They dwell in. the shallows be­ 
tw een 
tidem arks 
and 
burrow 
several inches below the sandy 
surface. 
The hard-shell variety, which 
the Indians called the quahog, 
is found, from Cape Cod all the 
way to Texas, as well as in wa­ 
te rs off the coasts of Maine and 
New Brunswick. The hard-shell, 
clam usually lurks beyond the 
ebb-tide m ark in w aters up to 
six fathom s deep. 
Qua hogs 
are 
harvested 
by 
raking or are dredged up like 
oysters. 
Young 
qua hogs 
are 
known as “ little necks,” and 
the sm all ones are referred to 
as “ cherry stones.” Small and 
m edium size quahogs are eaten 
on 
the 
half-shell, 
raw 
or 
cooked. The big ones are usual­ 
ly cut up for chowder. 
T here are other lesser known 
varieties, of clam along Am er­ 
ic a ’s W est Coast, but the Atlan­ 
tic specim ens have proven so 
■popular th at they 
have been 
transplanted successfully to the 
w aters of the Pacific. 
The only shortcom ing of the 
clam is its tendency to secrete 
sand. It was once believed that 
clam s 
would 
disgorge 
their 
sand, if placed in a m ixture of 
cold 
w ater 
and 
cornm eal. 
A 
m ore 
realistic 
and 
sim pler 
m ethod is to scrub each clam 
with a sm all brush and hold it 
under running: cold w ater be­ 
fore preparing it for the table. 
One of the most popular dish­ 
es m ade from the cherry stone 
is Clam s Casino, and an Arm e­ 
nian nam ed Al H. G adarigian 


has developed it into a culinary 
delight in his New York restau­ 
rant.

Cars Seen In 
Nation’s Future

“It would sort of take care of 
a lot of problems,” says Prof. 
Lindley 
Manning, 
a. 
m achine 
design specialist at the Univer­ 
sity of Nevada-Reno. 
He predicted th at within 20 
years 
nitrogen-powered 
ve­ 
hicles could be m ass produced 
at prices com petitive with to­ 
day’s gasoline-powered autom o­ 
biles. 
Manning said that, with some 
15 students and a fellow profes­ 
sor, Richard Schneider, he has 
been 
hammering 
out, 
a 
pro­ 
totype of the nitrogen-powered 
car, 
being 
built 
for 
about 
$1.000. 
It is designed to travel about 


60 m iles per hour. 
Schneider conceived 
the ni­ 
trogen 
engine 
concept 
about 
two years ago and now has sev­ 
eral patents pending, Manning 
said. 
The body is com posed of a 
honeycombed weave of paper 
and fiberglass and is sim ilar to 
the m aterial used, in the Apollo 
moon lander. 
Manning said the body mate* 
rial is energy 
absorbing and 
would save lives during colli­ 
sions. The m aterial is rust re ­ 
sistant 
“ and 
would 
float-if 
th a t’s 
any 
advantage,” 
he 
added. 
Exhaust, em issions would con­ 
sist entirely of nitrogen. 
“ Since 
the 
atm osphere 
is 
composed, of 80 per cent nitro­ 
gen, anyway, all we’re doing is 
borrowing the gas for a while,” 
M anning said. 
Liquid nitrogen turns to gas 
at tem peratures about 320 de­ 
grees below zero and. ordinary 
atm ospheric tem perature would 
be sufficient to expand the gas 
to run the engine, he added. 
But Manning noted one hitch: 
Nitrogen 
is 
m anufactured 
by 
burning fossil fuel. .. 
“ But it could also be m ade 


by burning garbage,” he said. 
“And our rough calculations 
show

there

sufficient 
garbage in this country to sup­ 
ply enough fuel for the nation’s 
cars for m any years to com e.”

the shooting of Alabama Gov.

John F. Kennedy, Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. and Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy upon learning of 
the shooting at a Laurel, Md., 
shopping center on Monday. 
■Sens. Goerge Me Govern and 
Hubert H. Humphrey, the lead­ 
ing contenders for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination 
that Wallace was seeking, can­ 
celed their scheduled campaign 
appearances. 
President Nixon called Mrs. 
Wallace at her husband’s bed­ 
side to offer his hope and pray­ 
ers for the wounded candidate’s 
recovery. 
He 
called 
the 
shooting 
a 
“senseless and tragic incident’’ 
and said the nation has suf­ 
fered “ more than enough al­ 
ready from the intrusion of vio­ 
lence into its political process­ 
es.” 
McGovern said, “We can only 
hope and pray for the speedy 
recovery erf Gov. Wallace and 
we can only say a prayer for 
our country.” 
“If we’ve gotten to the point 
in this country where a public 
figure can’t speak out on the is­ 
sues of the day and seek the 
presidency without being shot, 
then I tremble for the future of 
our nation," he said.

of the

And having more agents, said 
Asst. Treasury Secretary Eu­ 
gene T. Rossides. “ would have 
made absolutely no difference 
in a situation like this.’ 
At best, the business of candi­ 
date protection is one of reduc­ 
ing the risks. But they never 
are eliminated. Not as long as 
politicians insist on dem onstrat­ 
ing their popularity in hand­ 
shaking tours and hoopla ral­ 
lies. Not as long as just a few 
men are willing to commit a 
violent act. whether it is upon a 
Dr. Martin Luther King or a 
George Corley Wallace. 
The iate Robert F. Kennedy 
told his closest aides that if a 
man wanted to kill him, he’d 
probably find a way to do it, no 
m atter what. Meanwhile, said 
Kennedy, a man has to take a 
man's chances. 
But does he? In an era when 
newspapers, television and ra­ 
dio can reach virtually every 
voting man and woman in the 
nation, is it really necessary to 
charge through a mob of mere 
hundreds and thereby subject 
the will of the majority to the 
whim of a maniac? 
Or should a man running for 
the highest office in the land 
forego such gallantry, like the 
general who remains 
at the 
rear line, as a m atter of nation­ 
al interest? 
The notion that massive face- 
to-face contact is necessary is 


elusive 
among 
democracies. 
Too. America leads the world 
in the number of lethal weap­ 
ons among its citizens and the 
ease by which they can be pro­ 
cured. 
Remember 
the 
great 
gun 
debate 
after 
RFK 
was 
shot? 
And there were tighter gun 
controls as a result. And for the 
first 
time, 
major 
candidates 
were 
assigned 
agents

The Secret Service force was

day in Los Angeles, now total­ 
ing over 700 agents, But George 
Wallace was shot nonetheless, 
as he reached to shake a hand.

sholm and Rep. Wilbur Mills 
have been added to the list of 
those under guard,

103 Skyjackers Fugitives Over Last 11 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Over 
the last 11 years, 188 persons 
have hijacked 142 U.S. planes. 
The Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration says 105 are still fugi­ 
tives. 
“ We’re making progress, but 
we have to stay on top of it,” 
Transportation Secretary John 
A Yolpe said after a tabulation 
of records showed nine of the 
last 
16 attem pts have ended 
with the capture or death of the 
hijacker. 
Volpe observed that both the 
nu. m ber of h ij a cklogs atte m pied 
and those successfully carried 
out declined over the past three 
years—from 34 successful out 
of 40 tried in 1969, 1.6 of 31 in 
1970' to 11 of 25 in. 1971. 
“ To date this year, only three 
hijackings out of 14 have been 
successful,” Yolpe said. 
Jam es 
M. 
Beggs. 
under­ 
secretary, said Monday he be­ 
lieves the courts, taking action 
against accused hijackers, have 
been 
“ responsive—they 
have 
done as well as one could ex­ 
pect." 
But. Beggs added, he 


still finds it hard to accept that 
it takes a year or more to bring 
an accused, man to trial.

of

portation and Justice Depart­ 
ment files shows that since the 
first hijacking on May 1, 1961, 
37 hijackers have been con­ 
victed.

Jobless Claims 
In Indiana 
Still Decline 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
— 
Unemployment i n s u r a n c e 
claims filed in Indiana contin­ 
ued to decrease last week, 
dropping to a total of 37.492 
from 38,406 the week before. 
John F. Coppes, director of 
the Indiana Employment Secur­ 
ity Division, credited the sea­ 
sonal improvement in work op­ 
portunities, fewer and smaller 
layoffs, and recalls to work in 
various industries. 
But 'the figures also showed 
that 1,427 people exhausted 
their benefits under the pro­ 
gram, removing them from the 
claims total but not necessarily 
putting them back to work. If 
none of them went back to 
work, the figures would in­ 
dicate an increase of 513 in the 
number of unemployed. 
Last week also was 'the last 
week to file claims for extend­ 
ed benefits for those whose 
regular benefits had been ex­ 
hausted. 
A total of 10,046 filed these 
claims. The extended benefit 
program has ended in Indiana 
because of a decrease in the 
itnenipioynient roils, 
Coppes said the number of 
regular claims has been declin­ 
ing steadily since the first week 
in January, when 64,177 were 
filed. There were 42,744 claims 
filed in the second week of May 
last year.
